No socialist came withiln 25,000 
votes of election. 
That the McNamara case was a

Joseph Scott, 
good 
government candidate for the school 
board, who was one of the attorneys 
for the McNamara defense, finish­ 
ed last in a list of seven good gov­ 
ernment 
candidates, 
although

The complete returns show 
the 
ordinance 
forbidding the sale 
or 
giving away of liquor was defeated 
by a majority of 55,653. 


Mention was made recently of the 
completion of the first sixteen miles 
of the six foot channel in the Missis­ 
sippi river between Winona and Rich­ 
mond. in which stretch the improve­ 
ments made certain a six foot chan­ 
nel at any stage of water in the Mis­ 
sissippi river. 
According to the computations of 
Captain 
Thompson, the reconstruc 
tlons of the dams and shore protec­ 
tion, dredging and other improve­ 
ments necessary to convert the old 
standard 4 foot channel Into a nav­ 
igable stream six feet deep at low* 
water mark, for the 16 miles of com­ 
pleted waterway, has cost Uncle Sam 
approximately $25,000 a mile. 
If the average cost of completing 
the entire work along the upper riv­ 
er from St. Paul to the mouth of the 
Missouri river, a distance of approx­ 
imately 500 miles, did not exceed this 
sum, the reconstruction of the water­ 
way would cost $12,000,000. But the 
cost per miles. It is argued, will grow 
proportionately with the Increasing 
width of the rive** as it flows south­ 
ward. and besides there will be en­ 
gineering difficulties encountered in 
many places which will add greatly 
to the cost of the construction work. 
In addition, engineers believe that 
the repair work on dams already con­ 
structed, dredging and other finish­ 
ing work which will be found neces­ 
sary will practically use up the to­ 
tal appropriation of $20,000,000 dur­ 
ing the twelve year period. 
Big Change in ScheiAe 
When the government endeavored 
in the old days to maintain a channel 
four and one-half feet deep along the 
upper river the general scheme of the 
war department called for a channel 
ROO feet wide and all dams and shore 
protections 
were 
constructed with 
this end in view. 
The new* plan calls for a channel 
625 feet w*ide and six feet deep. To 
'accomplish this change it has been 
j found necessary to raise the heighth 
of all dams, extend them further into 
the river, build new dams, close off 
all side chutes and sloughs and to 
confine the flow of water as much as 
possible within the channel marked 
by the ends of the dams stretching 
from the shores toward midriver. The 
new dams are built five feet above j 
the low water mark of 1864.

terday afternoon between Earl Cur- 
zon and Lord Morley. 
The earl declared that W. Morgan 
Shuster, the American treasurer-gen­ 
eral, had shown a woeful lack of di­ 
plomacy in his dealings with Rus­ 
sia, but hie actions did not w arrant 
the occupation 
of Persia 
by the 
czar s army. 
The earl insisted that 
England was responsible for 
Rus­ 
sia’s second ultimatum, because she 
had cabled Persia urging her to ac­ 
cept the czar's first terms. 
He be= 
lieved that any effort by England to 
acquire Persian territory would be 
resented by the English people, and 
that 
a change 
of 
administration 
**vould be demanded in, Great Bri­ 
tain. 
Lord Morley, In 
reply, declared 
tha' Russia had no intention, of vio­ 
lating the integrity of Persia. He 
praised Russia and insisted that her 
only desire was to establish normal 
and stable relations with Persia and 
remove the element of discord which 
hid been brought about by Shuster's 
alleged lack of tact. 
Morley said England had inform­ 
ed Russia that it was impossible to 
restore the ex-shah, and that a spee­ 
dy solution of the Persian difficulties 
was in sight.

The cutters u?ed to form 
these unusual shapes are now found 
in some hourse-furnlshing stores, but 
they can be made by any tinsmith. 
Cakes made from these recipes will 
keep for weeks if they are put in a 
stone crock in a cool place. 
Pepper 
ru ts are especially good for long keep­ 
ing. because they contain no shorten­ 
ing to become rancid. 
If they are 
made before Christmas they will keep 
perfectly until late in the spring. AU 
of these cakes are better if they are 
mixed one day and baked the next. 
The dough should be covered and kept 
in a cool place overnight. 
Pepper Nuts. 
Mix o n e pound and a quarter of 
brown sugar, two tablespoonfuls of 
cinnamon, one tablespoonful of cloves 
and one teaspoonful of baking pow­ 
der. 
Stir into this three egg* and 
add as much flour as It is possible to 
work in. 
The dough must be very 
stiff. 
Roll it out moderately thin, 
and cut the cakes no larger than a 
silver quarter. 
Bake in a very cool 
oven. These cakes will puff up round, 
and are more attractive if the fiat 
side is spread with a hard icing. This 
recipe will make between three ana 
four quarts of cookies. 
Bethlehem Spice Cakes. 
Cream one pound of brown sugar and 
one pound of butter, add to this one 
quart of molasses, one ounce of cin­ 
namon. one ounce of ginger, one ounce 
of allspice, half an ounce of cloves, 
the grated rind of one orange and 
flour enough to make a dough stiff 
enough to rollout very thin. 
Moravian Chocolate Cakes. 
Mix together two cupfuls of light 
brown sugar and half a cupful of but­ 
ter and lard mixed 
Add two eggs, 
a half cupful of grated chocolate th at 
has been melted over hot water and 
one teaspoonful of soda. 
Stiffen this 
■with flour and form into a long roll as 
large around as a small baking powder 
can. 
Blice this down very thing, dip 
one side in granulated sugar and bake 
in a moderate oven. 
Nazareth Chocolate Cakes. 
Cream two cupfuls of granulated 
sugar and a scant three-quarters of 
a cupful of butter. 
Stir into this one 
cupful of water, two eggs, two small 
teaspoonfuls of baiting powder, half a 
cake of melted chocolate and four 
large cupfuls of flour. 
Roll very thin 
and bake slowly. 
Almond Cakes. 
Rub together a quarter of a pound 
of powdered sugar and a half a pound 
of butter, add the yolks of four eggs, 
three tablespoonfuls of cream and one 
pound of flour. 
Mix sufficient sugar

What Women Are Doing to Abolish the Filthy Habits 
of Some American Tradesmen.

M 


Y grandmother ui*©d to tell me 
c>t dirt before th^y die,” but I 
that “everybody must eat a peck 
have recently concluded if she was 
living now she would change the old 
saying to everybody eats a bushel of 
dirt long before the grim Reaper calls 
them. I wa? going to market early one 
morning and before I got there I saw- 
enough to make me do a great deal of 
thinking, and incidentally some inves­ 
tigating, on the*cleanliness of the food 
which we housewives put upon the 
table for our families to eat. 
A boy employed by the company 
from which I purchased my milk, find­ 
ing himself in need of a bottle, took 
up a soiled one from the “return” box. 
spit on his fingers, ran them around the 
nside rim of the bottle, filled it with 
nllk and delivered it. 
Farther down 
he street there was standing a baker's 
■agon; just as I reached it a big loaf 
bread fell into the gutter, aud the 


boy who drove the cart calmly picked 
it up. wiped it on his coat 8lee\e, put 
It into a paper bag and left it at the 
door step of one of the bosses I passed. 
Reaching the business section of the 
city, I paused a moment to watch an 
iceman who was cutting up and leav­ 
ing on the sidewalk in front of -many 
business houses the day's supply of 
ice for drinking w ater in the various 
offices. 
Ice standing there, catching 
the dust and dirt of the st reft. seemed 
sufficiently horrible; but soon there 
came along a small b o y , whose appear­ 
ance readily showed his abhorrence 
of soap and water, who stuck his bare 
foot on several pieces of ice in pass­ 
ing. 
Nearing the market. I saw sev­ 
eral men carrying meat from a whole­ 
sale stere and loading it Into wagons. 
The clothes they wore were unspeak­ 
ably dirty, and each one was smoking, 
holding cigars and pipes in their fin­ 
gers, returning them to their mouths. 


after which they handled the m eat with 
reeking, discolored fingers. 
O n e man 
dropped a side of beef where another 
man had expectorated. But walt. The 
store where I usually telephone for my 
grot erics and some of my meats, or go 
to make my purchases after it has 
been opened for trade several hours, 
was one day visited early in the m orn­ 
ing. 
As I entered a perfect cloud of 
dust greeted me. and I quickly looked 
about at the food—nothing covered, 
meats, bread, cakes, nut meats, bins 
containing sugar and other staples, all 
catching the dust—and the boy w*ho 
wras doing the sweeping was smoking 
and using the floor as a spittoon. 
I 
beat a hasty retreat, but as I reached 
the sidewalk my attention was a ttra c t­ 
ed by a baker’s wagon standing out­ 
side the store. I watched to pee lf my 
sense of cleanliness would be further 
Insulted. 
It was; the driver took a 
long roll of cake, held it in a very 
unclean looking hand and cut it with 
his Jack knife, after which he wiped 
the knife on his troupers and put it 
In his pocket, delivering the cake to 
my grocery store. 
I wondered if this 
same knife had cut cake of this va­ 
riety I had on more than one occasion 
bought. 
I have done my own baking 
of all cakes and pies since then, for in 
this earn© wagon were some lovely 
looking meringue pie?, catching the 
dust of the street sweeper coming 
along. 
Burely these f e w instances of nasti­ 
ness will give housewives who do not 
look about for themselves a glimpse 
into the conditions existing where their 
food comes from, for just such things 
as these are going on not only in 
my city, but in your town, and any­ 
body can see them lf they keep their 
eyes open. 
it is time the housewives. 


were waking up. for it is housewifely 
indifference which makes so many un­ 
sanitary conditions possible. If A man 
knows he will lose his trade if he does 
not o b s e r v e the laws existing in most 
cities, which requires all food exposed 
for sale—not meant to he peeled or 
washed before being used—to be cov­ 
ered to protect it from dust and files, 
and also if he does not insist on per­ 
sonal cleanliness In his employes, he 
will do a lot of hustling about to make, 
things clean. 
How 
many m others and 
fathers, 
when they give pennies to the little 
folks to spend at school, stop to think 
about the place whence th© food comes 
which goes into the little stomachs? 
I once took the number of the license 
of a cart from w htch I had seen scores 
of children eating. I went to the City 
Hall and got the name and address of 
the owner, and in th© evening after 
working hours I paw the cart with its 
cakes, crackers and fruits stored in 
nn unspeakably cirty cellar. 
In the. 
first report of the Tenement House De­ 
partm ent, New* York City, there Is a 
description of a tenement house cellar 
in which a push cart was kept. 
Tho 
wast© pipes had broken, the cellar was 
flooded with filth and on the. top floated 
decayed fruit. 
The principal of the 
Friends* School, in Washington. D. C-, 
had trouble about push cart. men, for 
pupils insisted on buying their wares, 
until one day a little girl. whose father 
is manager of a large hotel, said that 
a push cart man had offered to buy all 
the ice cream left on the plates in her 
father’s hotel. This put an end to the 
push cart trouble in that school. 
Do 
you know* anything about the push cart 
men from whom your children buy? 
And who is to blame for their unclean 
WfcyT 
The Intelligence of these ven­ 


ders of fruits, creams, cakes, etc., is. 
we know% considerably below th© nor­ 
mal, and 
they are 
not conversant 
with the sanitary code. 
It is surely 
somebody’s duty to protect the patrons 
of the push-cart, not only the little 
folks, but others who buy from them. 
It is manifestly impossible for the 
health or pure food departm ents of 
our cities and towns to do all the work 
of looking after sanitary conditions. 
Who then Is responsible? Every house­ 
wife, and the mother of every child. 
It Is not a groat deal of trouble to 
find out where th© men who congre­ 
gate around the school your child a t­ 
tends keep the food they sell your 
little en©, and a visit on your part to 
the small store near the school will 
show you at a glance if the food is 
screened from files and dirt, a look be­ 
hind th© counter (and I hope you don’t 
see mice running over things back 
there, a? I did), a survey of the 
clothes of the keeper will tell you very 
quickly how much dirt your child is 
eating if he buys food of any kind 
th©r©. 
And what will you do then? 
Report 
the 
push-cart man or the 
storekeeper to the Health Department; 
an inspector will very soon look into 
the matter, and the person will either 
be fined or have to give bond that 
the requirements of the law win be 
met. 
A second offense in many places 
means the license to run a cart or 
ke©p a store will be taken awray. 
In the slang of the small boy, it 1s 
surely up to the housekeepers and 
mothers, not only to take a stand with 
their individual tradesm©n. but. to agi­ 
tate the subject of cleanliness among 
other women, even to districting their 
towns and cities. 
How long do you 
think butchers, grocers or any food 
venders 
would dare continue 
their 


dirty habits if every woman Interested 
in clean food—and surely every house­ 
keeper should be—would make it a 
point -to step Into their back shops, 
look into their refrigex*ators and go 
behind the counters and see for her­ 
self what she has a right to know? 
Do you think the tradesm en would 
not make a bigger effort to be clean 
if the bread and butter which was ten t 
to the house by a dirty delivery boy 
was returned, or if any other foods 
manifestly unclean were not accepted 
and the customer to whom they were 
sent ceased to deal at their stores? 
Some of the housewives of America 
nave organized and demanded cleaner 
food, and laws have been passed to 
give It to them, and they ar© seeing 
to the enforcement of the laws. 
For 
instance, in Seattle the sanitary cam- 
paign has resulted in the strictest 
kind of regulations concerning clean 
lZ°d- J rh^ m atter ls In the hands of 
the Health and Sanitation D epart­ 
ment, and anyone who wants to ope­ 
rate any kind of a place where food 
is bought or sold m ust apply to the 
Commissioner of Health for a permit 
which Is issued only after the Health 
Departm ent is satisfied that all re ­ 
quirements looking toward the health 
of the people have been m et—cleanli­ 
ness. 
ventilation, 
light, 
clothing 
of 
workers who handle food, are all in­ 
spected. 
Each workman is further re­ 
quired to file a certificate of health 
from a doctor, and the use of tobacco 
around th© food Is forbidden. 
Failure 
to comply with any of these require­ 
ments will make a proprietor forf©it 
his license.
